distraught, frightened young 


man of 27, who had come here to work at the Navy Yard, 


ost and homesick because _ ne 
couldn’t speak a word of English, 
was what Officer Cole discovered. 

There was nothing to do but 
scout around for an interpreter who 
would inform young Ralph Ortiz 
there was nothing to be frightened 
about—he was among friends at 

. Hunter’s Point. 

During his day off, Officer Cole 
spent a fruitless mornihg making 
inquiries about someone who. could 
speak the Porto Rican language. 
At lunch time he was rewarded. 
In the South Gate cafeteria he 
learned that Mrs. Melendez, an 
employee, was Porto Rican. 

Her husband spoke the language 
more fluently, and was called in as 
interpreter for the delighted Ortiz. 

Ortiz told Melendez that he had 
been fleeced of $140 while he had 
been here, and that police officers 
petrified him with fright, he was 
certain they were going to beat him. 

Melendez assured him that Of- 
ficer Cole, despite his uniform was 


his friend, and had made a long 


search to find someone who spoke 
his language. 

At the culmination of the inter- 
pretive cross dialogue between Cole, 
Ortiz and Melendez, Ortiz admitted 
that Cole was “one swell fellow,” 
in Porto Rican. J 

Ortiz was invited to stay at the 
Melendez home, where he remained 
for several weeks. A short time 
ago they arranged for his trans- 
portation to New York, where his 
friends live. 

“One swell fellow” is apt for 
young Officer Cole, whose motto is, 
“Treat the other fellow. as you'd 
like to be treated yourself.” 

He is no ordinary “cop,” either, 
for previous to coming to Hunter's 
Point as special officer four months 
ago, he was a farmer in Wichita, 
Kansas, where he spent most of 
his life. He admits, however, that 
he always had an itch to be an of- 
ficer, and since boyhood spent most 
of his time around the local sher- 

iff's office. 

Officer Cole spent eight months in 
the Philippine Islands as a soldier 
in 1927. < 

He now lives in the Potrero 
district with his’ family, Ethel, his 
wife, and son Henry, age nine, and

and is bounded roughly by Thomas, 
Jennings, Wallace, Yosemite, Jen- 
nings, Bancroft, and Ingalls streets. 

The demountable housing, which 
was called for by the Federal 
Government primarily because it 
requires less lumber. which is now 
considered one of the most critical 
materials, will be prefabricated in 
non-critical labor areas for the 
Government and shipped to San 
Francisco. 


Through the insistence of the’ 
Housing Authority, some conces- 
sions were granted by the Govern- 
ment, calling for improvements not 
found in demountable housing in 
other areas, among them shower 
baths for each unit. 

Bids for the fill will probably be 
taken in a few days. Under the 
proposed plan of erecting these de- 
mountable dwellings as quickly as 
portions of the tidelands are filled 
in, a good portion of the housing 
will be ready for occupancy before 
the entire project is finished, and 
will thus help meet the Navy’s hous- 
ing needs in its current secrete 
program. 

The Navy favored this ibedtan 
because of its proximity to the 
Hunter’s Pdint’ Naval Drydocks, 
making it easy for workmen to 
reach their place of employment. 
It also had the approval of various 
civic and local governmental agen- 
cies: ; :

PLAYFIELD AND ZOO 


Set in a little valley encircled by 
wooded hills are the 128 landscaped 
acres of FLEISHHACKER PLAY- 
FIELD ZOOLOGICAL GARDENS, 
foot of Great Highway at Sloat and 
Skyline Boulevards. 


Opened in 1924, the park was 
named for Herbert Fleishhacker, 
then president of the Park Com- 
mission, who had donated the pool 

- and the Mothers’ House. 

Said to be the largest outdoor 
plunge is the SWIMMING POOL; 
1,000 feet long, 150 feet wide, with a 
graduated depth from 3 to 14 feet, 
several thousand persons can swim 
at one time in its 6,500,000 gallons 
of warmed salt water. Considered 
a noteworthy achievement is the 

system of heating the sea water. 
Nearby under windblown cypresses 
are plots for sunbathing. 


THE PLAYFIELD 


The playfield, in addition to an 
unusually large variety of play ap- 
paratus, boasts a merry-go-round, 
a miniature railway and donkey 


rides. Larger children and adults] | 


use the tennis courts, baseball dia- 
mond and sporting greens. Facing 
the one foot deep wading pool for 
tiny tots is the Mothers’ House, a 
low, stuccoed, tileroofed puilding 
providing a _ resting place for 
mothers and children. 


THE ZOO 


Adjoining the playground is the 
zoo, open daily and free, whic. 
boasts an animal population of well 
over 1,000. Adjoining the zoo are the 
zoological gardens, modeled after 
Germany’s famous Hagenback zoo, 
Here, among the man-made streams 
waterfalls, islands, cliffs and caves 
are simulated natural habitats of 
many animals — separated where 
practical from spectators by moats 
designed to give the animals the 
illusion of freedom. The concrete 
of the bear pits resembled natural 
rock. 

The aquatic bird building stands 
‘on the shores of a. specially built 
lake. Also in the gardens are Mon- 
key Island; the elephant house, with 
it’s separate enclosures and private 
swimming pools; lion dens; and a 
lake built for beavers, thoughtfully 

supplied with “chewy” .logs. 

_A swim in the world’s largest 
swimming pool and a visit-to the 
200 its well worth a Sunday or any 
other day out of your life. 

To reach the zoo and swimming 
pool from Hunter’s Point, the best 
way is to take the Army street bus 
or the Silver avenue bus and trans- 
fer to the No. 12 car at Mission St.

Progressive Year 
For Hunter’s Point 
Health Center| 


Middle Point Health Center and 
Well Baby Clinic celebrates its first 
birthday this month, and super- 
vising director, Mrs. Viola Randall, 
can look with pride to the progress 
which has been made in the exten- 
sion of public health services 
throughout the area of Hunter’s 
Point. 

Following the opening of the Mid- 
dle Point ‘Center on July 1, 1943, 
public health service, sponsored by 
the San Francisco Department of 
Health under director Dr. J. C. 
Geiger and supervisor Mrs. Ernes- 
tine Consigny, was supplemented by 
home visits and. nurse and medical 
inspection in surrounding schools, 
kindergartens, and nurseries at- 
tended by Hunter’s Point children. 

Successively two new Well Baby 
Centers were opened at Candlestick 
Cove and Duble Rock. Future plans 
include the opening of a new health 
center at Ridge Point, Hunter's 
Point largest project. 

Df, Marguerite Richards, noted 
child specialist in charge of centers 
has examined hundreds of Hunter's 
Point, babies and immunizations 
have been given for the prevention 
of children’s diseases. 

Staff of field nurses who are 
serving in the centers, schools, and 
visiting homes of residents are Mrs. 
Mary Kern, Mrs, Burnette, Ridge 
Point area, dormitories, and Joan-of 
Are School; Miss Jessica Murphy, 
Middle Point and Bay View district 
and Mrs. Helen Wilson, Candle- 
stick Cove and Double Rock areas. 

“The most important work we 
have done here has been in the 
field of preventive and follow-up 
communicable disease,” said Mrs. 
Randall. Hundreds of cases of 
tuberculosis and other communi- 
cable diseases have been checked 
and treated during the past year. 

Establishing health centers in a 
war housing project was a challenge 
to the resources and energies of 
the public health nursing staff, Mrs. 
Randall said. A year’s work in the 
field has brought gratifying results, 

“The response of Hunter’s Point 
residents to supervision of public 
health nurses is far beyond any- 
thing, we expected. We are some- 
times not able to cover the demand 
for our services.”

has been with the San Francisco 
Health Department for twenty-six 
years. In 1931 she opened up the 
Alemany Health Center, and has 
worked extensively in Well Baby 
Centers, Her field has been general- 
ized public health nursing. 

Mrs. Randall went to school in 
San Jose, and took her nurses’ 
training at O’Connor Southern 
Training School. She also took.a 
post graduate course at the San 
Francisco Hospital and -private 
nursing in San Francisco. In 1926 
she took a special course in. public 
health nursing at the University of 
California. 

Over 90. health centers similar to 
the one at Middle Point have been 
established throughout San Fran- 
cisco at the present time, Mrs, Ran- 
dall said. They were started many 
years ago as a much needed com- 
munity health service by Dr. J. C. 
Geiger and Mrs. Ernestine Con- 
signy of the S..F. Department of 
Health. Original fund for the found- 
ing of public health centers in San! 
Francisco was provided by Miss 
Eleanor Stockton through the Phe- 
lan Foundation, : 

Pleased with the results which 
have already been accomplished at. 
Hiunter’s Point in the field of 
health, Mrs, Randall said, “We have 
planted our seed in fertile soil.”

Fine Background 


When Mrs. Helen Wilson, field 
nurse, came to serve at Hunter’s 
Point Health Centers, she brought 
with her a rich background of nine 
years’ service with the San Fran- 
cisco Health Department and years 
of experience as head nurse in the 
San Francisco Hospital and Laguna 
Honda Clinic.

1 Nutrition — 


Good Eating 


When a lady was asked what she 
knew about Nutrition, she said she 
had been eating all her life. Nutri- 
tion means good eating, that is 
eating the right foods to keep one 
in good health and good humor. 

A survey was made by the Gov- 
ernment; of several thousand fam- 
ilies not on relief. One third of 
them were on very poor diets which 
could not meet the needs of their 
bodies. A little over one third were 
on fair diets -which were just 


| enough to supply their needs if 


nothing .was wasted. Only about 
one-quarter were’ on really good 
diets which would give them 
enough of the right things, so the 
children might grow and develop. 
To put it in another way, about 
350 families out. of 1000 were on 
poor diets, about 400 on fair diets, 
and about 250 on really good diets. 
If families on relief had been ins 
eluded the number of people on 
poor and fair diets would proba- 
bly have been much higher, al- 
though» “money” does not have 
everything to do with it. 

Tenorance of what the body needs 
and the foods which will give those 
things needed, is the greatest cause 
of malnutrition: People sometimes 
say: “But my grandmother never 
heard of vitamins-and she lived to 
be 90.” Probably grandma lived in 
the country or small town where it 
was easy to get plenty of fresh 
fruits; vegetables, eggs, milk, etc. 
Nowadays so many things are done’ 
to foods before the average city 
dweller gets them that many of the 
“precious” ingredients grandma ate 
are lost before the good gets to us, 
without our knowing it. 


In May 1941 President Roosevelt 
called a meeting of scientists to 
consider what should be done to 
help mothers learn what to feed 
their children in order to make 
them grow and develop as they 
should: What to put in Daddy’s 
lunch kit to keep him well and good 
natured, as well as to give him 
energy for his hard work, and what 
mother should eat to give her en- 
ergy and keep her nice disposition. 

There was worked out what are 
sometimes called the “Basic Seven 
Foods”: St! : 

1. Green and yellow vegetables. 

2. Oranges, tomatoes, grapefruit, 
or raw cabbage or salad greens. 

3. Potatoes and other vegetables 
and fruits (raw, dried, cooked, froz- 
en or canned). - 

4, Milk, fresh, evaporated, dried 
or cheese. : 

5. Meat, poultry, fish, eggs, or 
dried beans, peas, nuts, or peanut 
butter. fe 

6. Bread, flour, and cereals. 

7. Butter, and fortified margarine 
(with added vitamin A). 

If the. housewife plans to get 
some of the foods from each group 
in the family’s meals every day 
she can feel she is doing a pretty 
good job toward caring for her 
family. A pattern menu might be 
something like this: 

BREAKFAST - 

Fruit, Cereal, Toast, oleomargarine 
or butter, coffee, milk. 
LUNCH (at home) 

Cream soup-salad (cabbage) ‘fruit 

cookies, milk. : 
LUNCH BOX FOR. DADDY
